trol of the French-owned Addis 
Ababa-Djibouti 
railroad, all the 


way to the French Somaliland bor- 
der. 


Marshal Pietro Badoglio today 
took over entire charge of the 
Addis Ababa-Djibouti railroad as 
far as the border of French So- 
maliland, the

news agency reported. 


Italian troops took charge of all 


traffic on the railroad, by com- 
mand of their military leader. 


(Official sources in Paris stated 
today that France was not ready 
to relinquish her rights to the

Communist Flag 
Found Flying On 


High Court Pole 


WASHINGTON, May 7—W—An 
amazed capital awoke today . to 
find the red flag of communism 
flying- over the huge marble, tem- 
ple of the supreme court of the 
United States. 
Apparently raised In ths night 
by a prankster, the fluttering em- 
blem struck 
consternation 
into 
the ranks of the supreme court 
guard, picked men assigned 
to 
protect the dignity of the nation's 
highest tribunal. 
Frantically the guard and » big 
detachment of Metropolitan police 
struggled for an hour and a half 
to get the flaming emblem down, 
but without success. 
Finally a flrema.n mounted a 


lofty 
extension ladder. 
Swaying 
precariously, he touched the flag 
with a gasoline torch tied to the 
end of a long pole. The emblem 
caught fire and was destroyed. 
The government began a wide 
hunt for the prankster who had 
raised 
the banner 
bearing the 
hammer 
and 
sickle. Authorities 
said they found a copy of the 
Harvard Lampoon at the base of 
the flagstaff. 


The incident 
provided 
much 
merriment to a crowd of early 
morning passersby, who gathered 
at the scene offering advice and 
philosophic comment. 
But It brought nothing but dis- 
may to the guard, who at the 
crack of dawn had discovered the 
revolutionary flag 
waving atop 
an 80-foot staff, directly in front 
of the building, which is on Capi- 
tol Hill. 


The guards ran to th'o base 


of the pole in a frantic attempt 
to get the flag down. 


The dumbfounded police put in 
a telephone call for the captain 
of the Supreme Court guard, sum- 
moning him from his home.

—Arthur Gooch, first man doom- 
ed to die under the Lindbergh 
kidnaping law, was resentenced 
today to hang June 19 for ab- 
ducting- two Paris, Tex., officers. 
Federal Judge Robert L. Wil- 
liams 
pronounced sentence and 
accompanied it with a statement 
criticising efforts of Oklahoma 
club women to save the former 
Okmulgee butcher boy. 
"I cannot understand why these 


women have done 
what 
they 
have," Williams said. 
"I brand these women as ir- 


responsible 
and 
dangerous citi- 
zens. This man had a fair trial." 
Gooch, stood erectly as Judge 


Williams resentenced him. 
"I have nothing to say," he said 
in a low voice, "except that 1. 
didn't commit a crime for which 
I should be executed. I admit 
my life hasn't been what it should 
have been, but 
don't think I 


should die." 
With Ambrose Nix. Gooch was 
convicted of abducting the two 
Texas officers when tho officers 
sought to question them, Nov. 24, 
1&34. 
The officers were forced to ac- 
company the pair across the Ok- 
lahoma-Texas 
line, 
and 
were 
trussed 
and 
abandoned 
near 
Durant, Okla. 


On Christmas day of that year 
Nix was slain and Gooch was 
captured in a gun fight at Oke- 
mah.

The sentence was 
upheld by the Tenth Circuit Court 
of Appeals at Denver and the 
United States Supreme 'Court re- 
fused to review the case.

committee with $75,000,000 of the 
$1,500,000,000 originally asked by 
President Roosevelt for continu- 
ing work relief activities shifted 
to the Civilian Conservaton corps. 
Ths made a $308,000,000 total for 
that agency, a fund designed to 
keep the authorized strength of 
the corps up to 350,000 and pro- 
vide an average of 2,066 camps 
in the nine-month period until 
March 31, 1937. 


Other major items in the last 
big measure to be cleared before 
adjourment were $458,631,860 
for 
the social security program, $65,-

WITH THE ITALIAN ARMY 
IN ADDIS ABABA, May 7.—UP}— 
Tho new Italian administration of 
Addis Ababa took a firm hold on 
the reins of authority today, en- 
listing even Former Imperial Eth- 
iopian police for the task of restor- 
ing order. 


Major Giuseppe, Bottal, 
govern- 
or of Rome and new civil govern- 
or of Addis 
Ababa, 
directed a 


round-up of members of Emperor 
Hallo Selassie's force who had not 
taken to the hills. 


After sifting their ranks careful- 


ly, squadrons of imported Carabl- 
nierl put the natives to work clean- 
ing up the wreckage of their own 
burned and pillaged town. 


Major Bottai also sent out squads 


of infantrymen, lent by Marshal 
Pletro Badoglio, mounted Carabin- 
leri and fast patrol cars to force 
the Ethiopian conceptions of peace 
Into a European pattern. 
Safety for foreigners seemed es- 
tablished firmly and a survey of 
foreign legations, 
including 
the 
once-beleaguered 
American mis- 


sion, convinced Italian authorities 
little actual damage had been suf- 
fered by non-natives. 
However, two Frenchmen were 


wounded by machine gun fire from 
Ethiopian bandits last night as they 
were on their way to the railroad 
station. Order was quickly restor- 
ed.Small pickets of white Italian 
troops were posted at the American 
and French legations. The British 
legation with its Sikh guard of 
Indian troops was considered well 
protected against any recurrence

Bright sunshine and clear skies 


prevailed. 


Many of the 51 passengers re- 


mained awake all night to see 
the airship fly over the mouth of 
the Rhine and later glimpse the 
Isle of Wight, In the English chan- 
nel off the southern coast of Eng- 
land, just as tho sun rose. 


Turning slightly to the south 


after passing tho Scilly islands 
at an altitude of 2,500 feet, tho 
Hindenburg afforded its passen- 
gers the spectacle of a carpet of 
white clouds beneath the ship like 
a vast expanse of glaciers.

A Notable Usage of the Moslems—Jews at 


Wailing Wall—'--Place of Prayer In Normal 
Life—Jesus Keeps School.

Once, at the very gates of Mec- 


ca, on the famous Pilgrim Road 
from Jiddah, I was given a spec- 
ial audience by King Ibn Saoud, 


• 
the new king of 
Arabia, 
and 


Vj strong man of the Moslem world. 
He had pitched an encampment 
for me outside the limits of the 
sacred city, for no non-Moslem 
may enter Mecca and live. 
A 


special feast had been prepared, 
and eaten, and then we repaired 
to a gorgeous tent of audience, 
where the king seated me beside 
him on an Improvised, throne, for 
a conversation that was to last 
throughout most of the night. 


About 9 o'clock the 
muezzin 


call ' sounded, and, excusing him- 
self, his majesty went off to say 
his evening prayers. He was not, 
of course, apologetic; the duty of 
prayer was paramount and he as- 


. 
eumed that I would understand 
it. While he was gone, I had time 
to muse upon what it would mean 
to world affairs if all rulers and 
statesmen held the obligation to 
pray as part of their daily life. 


£ 
Could any, route to world peace 
be surer or shorter than to have 
praying men in the high places 
of decision? 


In the Orient, prayer is open 


and natural. All visitors to the 
Moslem East have seen the dis- 


, ciples of Mohammed 
at 
their 


prayers. The public praying by 
Jews at the Wailing Wall 
in 


Jerusalem is one of the "sights" 
that tourists try not to 
miss. 
Once in Damascus, with King Fei- 
sal, and once in Constantinople, 


/ with the Caliph of Islam, I saw 
i great companies of men, num- 
',. berlng ten thousand 
each, 
en- 
'"'gaged in concerted, public prayer. 


Again, in India, I once beheld 
a company of turbaned pilgrims, 
so vast that I could not estimate 


'•? their numbers, engaged 
in the 
' 
hour of prayer, rising, kneeling, 


1 prostrating, like a wheat 
field 
•wept by the wind. 


Something About Prayer. 


• The instinct to pray is univer- 
sal. 
Jesus kept a 
school 
of 


prayer for His disciples. And He 
differed from His land and time 
in making prayer a secret rite, 
when practiced by the individual. 
A man at prayer should enter 
his closet and shut the door, that 
he may conduct in confidence his 
most sacred transactions with the 


4 
Father in Heaven. One's prayer 


•V habit is part of the life "hid with 


Christ in God." Jesus retired to 
mountain solitudes for His nights 
of prayer. 


Indeed, Jesus rather held up 


to ridicule the familiar spectacle 
of the proud Pharisee, praying 
in public, in boastful, self-right- 
eousness. Evidently 
the 
Master 


did not think highly of the pro- 
fessional religious type. His sharp- 
est words of criticism were re- 
served for the 
Pharisees, 
the 


snobbish, self-vaunting and pride- 
ful professional religionists; who, 
had they lived today, would have 
.employed press agents to exploit 
their merits.. 


A Famoui Picture Story. 
Literature and 
religion 
both 


•will always hold in vivid remem- 
brance the Great Teacher's pic- 
ture of the Pharisee and the 
Publican 
at prayer. 
The 
first 


was "a boastful egotist. His self- 
exaltation 
was the 
negation of 


religion. 
He considered himseK 


a favorite of 
God — was 
even 


rather condescending in his atti- 
tude toward 
JehovaK— and 
his 


spiritual 
sensibilities t were 
so 


• dulled by conceit and 
compla- 


cency that he even dared com- 
pare himself before God with the 
poor publican standing near . 


Obviously, the whole spirit of 


the Pharisee was the antithesis 
of true prayer. Humility and rev- 
erence are the first requirements 
of one who would address the 
throne of grace, in the 
Orient, 


one must use a special vocabu- 
lary of deference in 
addressing 


royalty; how much more in ap- 
proaching the Ineffable Being of 
Whom it is written, "Holy and 
reverend is His .name." When 
men pray they must . remember 
that not only are they on their 
knees, but also that God is on 
His throne. 
. In contrast to 
thn 
arrogant 


Pharisee's mockery or true pray- 
er, Jesus pointed to the 
self- 


abased 
publican, who 
standing 
apart in humblest posture, with 
downcast eyes, merely beat upon 
his breast and cried, "God be 
merciful to me a sinner." That, 
said the Master, was the sort of 
prayer that is heard and answer- 
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ed. The lowly mind gets the high- 
est blessings. As He often did, 
Jesus closed the incident with a 
profound general principle of liv- 
ing: 
"Every one that 
exalteth 


himself shall be abased; and he 
that humbleth - himself shall be 
exalted." 


The Woman Who Persisted. 
Earlier in this talk, expounding 


the truth that "Men ought al- 
ways to pray, and not to faint," 
Jesus had cited the case of the 
importunate widow, 
crying 
for 


justice before an unjust judge. 
The woman's insistence at last 
forced the judge into granting 
her plea. 


This incident was told -by way 


of contrast. 
If an unjust judge 


yielded to persistence, how much 
more will the loving Father hear 
the prayers that are presented 
with dauntless earnestness? Man's 
importunity gives God an oppor- 
tunity. 


Casual, careless, vagrant pray- 


ers, that mean little- to the peti- 
tioner, cannot be 
expected 
to 


prevail with God. Real prayer is 
a soul-struggle, like Jacob's .wrest- 
ling with the angel. Jesus taught 
that men should pray, and keep 
on praying, turning all of 
life 


into a prayer, until the answer 
come.s. "Don't be a quitter, 
in 
prayer," saya one. 


What The Lord Looks For. 
Into the midst -of this prayer 


lesson, Jesus interjected a thought- 
starting inguiry, basically related 
to the entire theme. "When the 
Son of man cometh, 
shall 
He 


find faith on the earth?" That is 
a startling query, and standard. 
Christ will look not for prosper- 
ity, not for a highly-developed 
civilization, not for great wisdom, 
not for a perfect social order; 
but for faith. 


Naturally, His 
question 
pro- 


vokes self-examination. Is ours a 
day of faith? Are men most of 
all concerned about the Godward 
aspect of life? Is prayer a preval- 
ent habit? Are lives being lived 
in simple trust in a Heavenly 
Father? Here is 
the 
supreme 


standard of the world's success or 
failure: "When the Son of man 
cometh, shall he find faith on 
the earth?"

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MUNITION EVILS 


It must be acknowledged 


that munition-making is a 
legitimate industry in coun- 
tries that sanction private 
enterprise. It may also be 
assumed that the munition 
industry 
in 
the 
United 


States has conducted itself 
more decently than those in 
various 
foreign 
countries. 


Neverthless it is well to 
take seriously the conclu- 
sions of the senate 
muni- 


tions committee, summing 
up the results of its long 
and painstaking inquiry' It 
reports: 


That munitions are usual- 


ly sold in foreign markets 
by bribing officials; 


That munitions interests 


scare governments into com- 
petitive armament by play- 
ing off one country against 
another; 


That 
munition 
people 


have too much 
influence 
\ with the war, navy and 


commerce 
departments 
at 


Washington; 


That munition industries 


put their own commercial 


- policies ahead of national 


policies; 


That their agents active- 


ly obstruct peace efforts; 


That they prevent con- 


trol of poison gas and high 
explosives. 


The . committee 
agreed 


unanimously in these find- 
ings. The public takes them 
seriously. There is no gen- 
eral agreement yet as to 
what should be done. The 
American people do 
not 


like public ownership of the 
industry, and there are obvi- 
ous 
dangers in trying to 


create a government mo- 
nopoly of the arms and 
munitions business in this 
country. But the old order 
c a n n o t continue without 
important changes and re- 
forms.

The United States may be

PERSISTENT LIFE 


Russian scientists are said 


to have dug ten to fifteen 
feet into long-frozen ground

"Eggs and crawfish dat- 


ing from the same period 
have been hatched, and'ten 
n o r m a l generations of 
crawfish, consisting of 100 
individuals, have been re- 
produced.

when removed

frozen soil below the thaw- 
ing zone were placed in a 
jar of distilled water, and 
when the soil thawed, em- 
bryos of the various organ- 
isms were revived." . " 


Scientists in the Ameri- 


can Southwest have been 
succeeding in similar ex- 
periments with spores, only 
the spores they have reviv- 
ed are only 260 years old. 
Soil bacteria colonies that 
have been in suspended an- 
imation since 1687 were 
taken from 
the 
four-foot 


brick walls of 
an 
adobe 


structure 
at 
Tumacacori, 


Ariz. Given moisture' and 
oxygen, the bacteria now 
live and multiply. Ninety- 
four colonies 
of 
bacteria 


were first observed under 
the microscope. Forty-eight 
hours later the number of 
colonies had risen to 131. 
As the moisture and oxy- 
gen are removed, the speci- 
mens begin putting on a 
thicker cell wall' The pro- 
toplasm thickens and con- 
tracts until eventually res- 
piration and reproduction 
cease, and they go again 
into a state of suspended 
animation, 
Then they be- 


come immune to almost ev- 
ery condition except fire. 


These two experiments in 


such widely different cli- 
mates are fascinating. The 
scientists working at them 
believe they may have prac- 
tical application. At least 
t h e y reveal surprising 
things about the persistence 
of certain forms of life un- 
der adverse conditions.

One of the most unusual of the thousands of smaller industries 
which contribute their bit to keeping the wheels of commerce turn- 
ing is the manufacture of birch oil. In the historical Oley valley 
area of Berks county, Pennsylvania, a number of somewhat dilapi- 
dated sheds house the various small mills which carry on this 
$100,000 industry. 
The oil is distilled from bark stripped from 
' 


birch branches and the product sold to druggists who use it in 
ointments and liniments. Juice boiled from the branches is distilled 
in a process similar to that used in making liquor and a thick oil 
substance is left. 
It takes three three-ton truck loads of branches

Safety has withheld enforcement 
of the law pending the decision. 
Officials Indicated 
they 
would 
move Immediately to stop what 
they termed "a growing menace." 
They said that in some counties 
contiguous. to larger centers of 
population tax collectors offered 
discounts to motorists and own- 
ers of large fleets of vehicles to 
register outside the

Officers also said the ruse of 
registering in another county was 
being widely practiced by
